FLEMMICH WEBB meets Fran Sandham, the 
first person ever to trek solo and on foot from the 
Skeleton Coast to the Indian Ocean at Zanzibar

F or someone who has walked 3,000 
miles across Africa carrying an 
80lb backpack, Fran Sandham is 
a surprisingly slight man. We meet in a 
pub, where he orders an orange juice. “I’m 
on the wagon,” he explains. “I’m a couple 
of months into a raw food diet.” Its not 
what I was expecting. Even though his epic 
journey was 10 years ago, the book about 
his travels, Traversa , is peppered with 
references to eating junk food and drinking 
generous amounts of the local firewater. 

But then Fran seems to relish challenging 
people’s expectations. After years of being 
rejected by publishers, the hardback came 
out last year and was serialised in The 
Sunday Times , and the paperback comes out 
this summer. “I think publishers have this 


idea of what travel writing is or should be 
about,” he says. “They are expecting these 
descriptions of the soul of modern Africa 
and the wonderful landscape. Traversa is so 
different. It’s not conventional travel 
writing at all.” 

It certainly isn’t. The trip was conceived 
one New Year’s Eve in south London. “I was 
at a really dreadful party in Colliers Wood, 
thinking about the year ahead and it just 
seemed so predictable,” he says. “So I made 
a resolution to walk across Africa by 
myself.” But whereas most people would 
wake up with a hangover and dismiss the 
idea as a drunken whim, Fran, living in 
Morden at the time, scrimped and saved 
working at a bookshop to raise the £3,000 
he needed for the trip. A year later, he was 


standing on the Skeleton Coast watching 
as his drinking buddy of the past few days 
drove off across the desert, leaving him 
alone with his absurdly heavy rucksack. 
What followed next was eight months of 
walking, sleeping in ditches and numerous 
adventures across Africa, including a futile 
attempt to train a donkey to carry his pack. 

Fran grew up in the Wirral, Liverpool and 
first became interested in adventure when 
recuperating from a leg injury he had when 
he was six years old. “I was given a copy of a 
Tarzan comic and was absolutely hooked. It 
was so different to where I was and seemed 
like the ultimate escape,” he recalls. 

After studying English literature at 
Salford University, he moved to Morden. 
During this time he began to develop 
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a reputation as a walker. Not in the sense of 
a Sunday stroll around Hyde Park, more 
like long staggers back across London from 
late-night parties. Soon, to save money for 
his trip, he was walking everywhere. 

But now he works as a freelance book 
editor from home - a shared flat in Gipsy 
Hill - he has less and less time to indulge 
in his passion. “A few weeks ago I thought: 

‘I don’t really walk anywhere now, I’ll walk 
to Bromley and back’. By the time I got 
back I was so exhausted I was nearly crying. 

I walked all the way across Africa and now 
I can’t even walk 10 miles. ” He has been 
trying to get out more recently, and often 
walks to Dulwich Woods, “one of the nicest 
woodlands in London”. 

Fran loves the capital (he had a stint in 
Brighton recently but didn’t feel at home 
there). “I can’t imagine living anywhere else 
in England,” he says. “Virtually all my adult 
life has been spent here. All my experiences 
and history are here.” 

It almost sounds like he’s settled here 
but one gets the sense that he is still restless. 
He describes his love of the view from Gipsy 
Hill, as if that peek out of the city towards 
the horizon sets his imagination free. He 
hasn’t been abroad for three years but has 
plans to go away for three months next year, 
once the promotional work for the book 
calms down, to write an historical volume 
about Victorian travellers in Tibet. 

“I’ll probably go to Thailand to work 
on the book. I feel at home there, and love 



the people and the food. I’m not a beach 
person, so I’ll spend most of my time in 
Bangkok in an apartment watching too 
much cable TV. It’s one of my favourite 
cities even though it’s really polluted 
and busy.” 

Fran says he is single, so does his 
doggedness and determination make it 
hard for him to form relationships with 
people? “I find it easy to let people into my 
life but with other creative people there can 
be a clash, and they are the ones I am drawn 
to,” he says. “If there is any degree of artistic 
ambition, egos can get in the way and that 
can cause friction.” 

In some ways, the trip across Africa didn’t 
help: “I changed but not necessarily for the 
better. On the positive side I became more 
self-reliant, but I also became less patient 



the year ahead 
seemed predictable, 
so I made a resolution 
to walk across Africa 

when I got back because I was so used to 
being my own boss. I had little money but 
the freedom to go where I wanted. It was 
a real privilege.” 

Throughout the interview, when he 
thinks he might be coming across as taking 
himself too seriously, Fran does a good 
line in self-deprecation. But the twinkle 
in his eye and the self-mocking tone he 
occasionally adopts doesn’t hide the 
fact that deep down he’s a pretty 
tough character. 

“If you approach something with enough 
determination, you can see it through,” 
he says. “Getting the book done and sorting 
out the publicity has taken far more effort 
than the trip itself. But if I hadn’t walked 
across Africa I don’t think I would have been 
able to apply the determination needed to 
get Traversa published.” 

And with that he walked off... but only 
as far as the bus stop.

plug your favoured destination into the 
satnav, select your chosen iPod playlist and 
get out of town quick smart 


O rdinarily when you’re camping, 
six solid hours of rainfall lead to 
tears before, during and after 
bedtime. Instead I am as snug as a bug in 
a rug in a moving mansion of mod-cons 
in a Cornish campsite, laughing in the face 
of inclement weather. 

Steve and Kate Lumley were hoping 
to avoid the general inconvenience of 
conventional camping when they took 
themselves and their two sons off on 
a 13-week European tour; they bought 
a top-of-the-range VW camper and hit the 
road. It is the desire to share this experience 
which has led them to launch hire 
company Campervantastic. When the 
opportunity arose to take one of their vans 
for a summertime spin, wild horses couldn’t 
have stopped me. 

There are plenty of companies that offer 
rental campervans around Britain, and 
perhaps unsurprisingly a lot of these are 
based in the south west. The classic campers 
that they rent are lovely to look at but just 
a little impractical if you need to get from 
London to the waves. On our way to Devon 
we saw a lovely classic camper also heading 
down the M4 - on the back of an AA lorry. 
With Steve and Kate’s vans you can go 
anywhere in the UK and even Europe. 

(Kate in fact is currently planning a dream 
campervan trip from Sydenham to Sydney; 
the only things standing in her way are Iraq 
and finding a boat to go from Somalia to 
Sri Lanka.) 

Campervantastic is conveniently located 
just off the South Circular so once you’ve 
been through the training on how to use the 


van (and believe me - if you haven’t been 
told where the picnic table is you would 
never find it), you can plug your favoured 
destination into the satnav, select your 
chosen iPod playlist and get out of town 
quick smart. The vans are very well 
equipped and have racks for bikes, boards 
and kayaks should you desire to get active 
on your travels. 

Driving the van was as easy as driving 
a large car; the TDI engine made light work 
of the motorway miles and it was only when 
Mrs Sat Nav showed her sense of humour by 


directing us down the narrowest, steepest 
lane in Cornwall that I was ever concerned 
by its size. 

North Devon and Cornwall were calling 
us, so we started our activities at Saunton 
Sands where the midweek waves were 
empty and a lot of fun. You have to be a fan 
of surfing to go into the sea in Britain at the 
best of times. Getting out of the chilly water 
and into the van made it a luxury. Soon the 
stove was boiling water for a cup of tea, the 
wetsuits were drying in the breeze and we 
were warming our rears in the heated seats.

After a quick breather we headed further 
west down to Bude to our selected campsite 
for the night. 

This is when the real fun begins. Once 
you’re parked up, flip a switch to elevate the 
roof, liberate the picnic furniture from their 
hidey holes and start cooking dinner. 
Although we had quite a few beers in the 
capacious fridge we still managed to slot in 
some food and a slap-up dinner was soon 
dished out. At campervan rallies they 
sometimes hold cooking competitions to 
see who can make the best use of their two 
rings; while I don’t think that our pasta- 
plus-sauce would win over the judges, 
it tasted great in the outdoors. 

So with a jug of scrumpy in the fading 
light we enjoyed a word game called Snatch 
that conveniently came with the van, but 
pretty soon the excitement of the day had 
taken its toll and it was time for bed. We 
slept in the roof compartment. There were 
a couple of comedy moments in the climb 
up, but luckily there’s a handy net to stop 
anything falling out in the night. 

The next morning after a leisurely 
breakfast we packed up and headed further 
down the coast to visit Summerleaze Beach 
and its ancient open-air pool. After a good 


surf we cooked lunch in the van and made 
decisions as to what we would do in the 
afternoon. I was all for the mountain 
boarding but my travelling companion 
unearthed the possibility of field archery in 
Kilkhampton. As a close relative of Robin 
Hood, I was powerless to resist. 

We drove a little further down the coast 
that evening before finding another 
campsite whose welcome got warmer as we 
spied the table tennis and outdoor pool. 
After setting up the van and eating our 
dinner we planned the next day’s activities. 
A visit to a tiny seaside town called Clovelly 
was in the offing. Clovelly is so small and 
the streets are so steep that even a sure¬ 
footed campervan isn’t allowed to proceed - 
here they have to use donkeys and sleds to 
carry materials and merchandise up and 
down the cobbled streets. 

After one last session with the waves we 
bid farewell to quiet backwaters and joined 
the road back to London. I would never say 
that the M4 is my favourite road but it does 
open up a whole lot of the country for 
exploration. In the spirit of discovery, 
instead of stopping at Reading services for 
a Ginsters and a bad coffee we headed off 
the beaten path, parked up for a while and 



made some coffee and sandwiches in the 
well-equipped kitchen before plunging 
onward into London. 

The camper had everything we needed 
and more - super-comfy sleeping facilities 
for four, tables for eating inside and 
al fresco, folding chairs, a DVD player, 
games, a fridge, stove, a kite and yes, even 
a kitchen sink. As you can see, we were 
hooked - a campervan makes it as much 
fun to travel as it is to arrive.

There’s a new sound coming out of East Dulwich, 
thanks to the Latin-inspired band Widescreen 


F ormed last year by David Clark 

Allen (also known as David Randall- 
Goddard), Widescreen is carving 
out a successful career with their Latin- 
electronica sound. The band - made up of 
East Dulwich musicians David, Larry Lush 
and Charlotte Medcalf- brought their 
cinematic musical vision straight into last 
year’s La Linea Lestival where they opened 
for the Buena Vista Social Club, Elias 
Ochiades and Ojos de Brujo. 

Raised in the heart of Hollywood, 
Mexican-American David is the band’s 
guitarist. A true Latin, he first appeared 
on stage aged four at his parents’ famous 
LA nightclub El Cid. During the 70s, he 
played at the forefront of the progressive 
rock movement in Europe, with his cult 
band Carmen blazing the world music trail 
and opening for Jethro Tull, David Bowie, 
Santana and Blue Oyster Cult.

Fit to be green 

NICOLETTE LOIZOU discovers a way to improve her fitness while 
improving the health of the environment too 


S outh London is perhaps not the kind 
of area many of us would readily 
associate with conservation activity, 
but Dulwich Upper Wood - like many 
other hidden crevices of south London - 
is so rich in wildlife that it has become 
a popular spot for the Green Gym. Founded 
in 1959, the idea behind this initiative is 
that volunteers are recruited to get actively 
involved in local environmental projects 
while also getting a thorough workout. 

Dulwich Upper Wood is an ancient 
oak woodland almost entirely at odds with 
this built-up area of London, and it’s so 
other-worldy that even Henry VIII was 
impressed. The site dates way back before 
the Tudor king’s admiration though, with 
the sycamore, lime and ash sprawl thought 
to have developed as early as the 
12th century. 

It’s a chilly day but the flowers are poking 
through, and after filling out a medical form 
and doing a few brisk warm-up exercises we 


kit ourselves out in thick gloves. Once 
several blackening oak trees have been 
timbered by two men wielding huge 
chainsaws (Green Gymers are not given 
such hardcore tasks) we are briefed on what 
we can do. As the logs pile up I hold out 
my gloved hands and take what looks like 
a small chunk of wood before nearly 
keeling over. 

Mervion, a Green Gym regular and highly 
energetic woman in her mid-50s, takes me 
through a nifty bent-knee action and I tackle 
the other logs. It is practically Herculean 
compared to doing weights in a cosy 
traditional gym, but I persevere and after 
loading the logs into a truck I can feel the 
workout element kick into action. 

And I am not the only one - in a recent 
survey, 99% of Green Gym participants 
thought that taking part benefited their 
health and self-confidence, with 94% 
affirming that this led to new skills and 
training. As I drag some planks of wood 


into a truck I meet Anita, aged 33 and 
originally from Poland, who is volunteering 
with a view towards working full-time in 
conservation. The same survey revealed 
that the Green Gym enabled 92% to 
make a positive contribution to their 
local environment. 

This is vital to south London, where 
recycling rates remain low and traffic is 
heavy. Fortunately, there are many 
opportunities here to help our city 
become greener. Just off Vesta 
Road in New Cross is another place 
you may find yourself if you 
join the Green Gym, but 
unlike the quiet woodlands 
of Dulwich it is the site of 
a former brick factory. 

Industrial waste is 
perhaps not considered 
too inviting but the 
bricks possess an 
acidic quality that

encourages plant growth. Conservation 
is often centred on creating a mixed 
environment for species to flourish and 
sessions here tend to focus on tree planting 
and path management. Thanks to the 
efforts of the Green Gymers, one of the 
most heavily urban spots in London also 
shelters a small Eden filled with thriving 
plants and wildflowers. 

Sessions run cyclically, and 
depending on when you go you 


could find yourself in a woodland or on an 
housing estate, so your work may benefit 
humanity as well as horticulture. Project 
Officer Mered Jones explains, “Anti-social 
behaviour can be addressed with planting 
a thorny bush - you don’t have to do 
anything as brutal as put up barbed wire - 
and something like a newly planted hedge 
will also bring in wildlife. Wild bees - 
currently in rapid decline - wasps, lizards 
and newts will all gravitate towards a hedge.” 

If you’re the aquatic type then Turkish 
crayfish, flounder, bass and that East End 
staple, the eel, are also found at another 
Green Gym site - Deptford Creek. This 
spot can thank its diversity to fresh water 
flowing in from three rivers blending with 
a high tide silt-laden rush from the Thames. 
Also washed up are the rusty horseshoes, 
brassy hammers and thick green bottles 
dating back to the area’s history as a base 
for tanneries and potteries. 

As we stuff some peppery rocket into an 
earthy patch I ask Peckham-based Mered 
about why so few Londoners currently 


explore the conservation possibilities of 
their own city. He sighs, “People are not 
interested in the ugly things. It’s all about 
fluffy bunnies. Unfortunately, conservation 
is not just about cute things.” 

As we take time out for coffee I cannot 
help but think why anyone would want 
to go on a fuel-guzzling trip abroad when 
there are so many conservation projects 
in our own city. And as I breathe in the 
saline air of the creek I also find myself 
wondering when I can get down there in 
time to see my first efforts begin to flower - 
something no corporate fitness centre 
can provide. 

Atypical Green Gym session lasting three 
hours will burn off approximately the same 
number of calories as in an aerobic step class. 
Each session is risk-assessed and all leaders 
are trained in first aid. Sessions are free and 
usually start in the morning - many of them 
are on a weekday - but Saturday ones are 
available too. To find a Green Gym near

Colourful clubs, foam balls and bulls-eyes - it may not be golf as we know it, 
but a new programme is gripping local kids, discovers JACK M jTCHELL 


or many, the word golf’ tends to 
conjure up images of exclusive clubs 
inhabited by bluff aristocrats with 
quirky clothing and stifling etiquette. In 
a bid to dispense with this stuffy image, 
the Golf Foundation has launched an 
innovative scheme called Golf Roots, aimed 
at bringing the sport to a whole generation 
of inner-city youngsters. At schools up and 
down the country a blur of large foam balls 
and luminescent plastic clubs reveals that 
kids are being lured away from football and 
towards this more dynamic side of golf. 

Golf Roots started in 2003 and has been 
steadily growing ever since, so that by 2007 
it ran seven centres in the UK, making the 


game accessible to 4,300 kids from different 
backgrounds. The success of the scheme is 
now clearly beginning to snowball, as shown 
by the fact that it has more than doubled in 
size in 2008, with a further nine centres 
opening, including one in south London - 
at the Aquarius Golf Club in Honor Oak. 

The Golf Foundation firmly believes 
that, as well as raising physical activity levels, 
golf is the ideal sport for nurturing attributes 
such as honesty, respect, co-operation and 
self-motivation - important for kids 
growing up in pressurized urban 
environments. 

The Foundation’s Development Manager 
Brendon Lyle explains: “Golf Roots aims to 


challenge the perceptions towards golf 
and its ability to reach into communities 
where previously golf may not have been 
considered an option. A huge part of this is 
about creating sustainable golf projects 
which empower individuals, including the 
children and the teachers, parents and 
volunteers involved.” 

With such aims in mind, it is encouraging 
to learn that the success of Golf Roots has 
been enhanced by the involvement of 
popular celebrity figures such as radio and 
TV presenter DJ Spoony. “I grew up in an 
area of London where nobody played golf,” 
he says. “I came to the sport much later, fell 
in love with it and realised how good golf

and imaginative. The younger children get 
their first experience of the sport through 
Tri-Golf. This involves clubs with oversized 



can be for young people and their 
development. I’m passionate about giving 
youngsters in city areas the chance to find 
themselves through their sport and that’s 
why I’m behind Golf Roots.” 

Other high profile support comes from 
professional golf’s European Tour, which 
backs the Golf Foundation’s efforts to 
encourage and develop junior golf at grass 
roots level. Last year the Tour invited 
a group of Golf Roots youngsters to 
immerse themselves in events behind the 
scenes at the HSBC World Match Play 
Championship at Wentworth. 

The activities devised by Golf Roots to 
attract its youthful participants are vibrant 


heads, fluffy Velcro balls, and a range of fun 
team games, such as ‘Divots’, ‘Simon Says’ 
and ‘Bullseye’, perfect for enthusing 
children of a primary school age. 

For the older participants (11-16 years), 
GolfXtreme provides a stimulating 
introduction to the sport, laying the 
foundation of a solid golf game with 
inventive formats designed to engage 
older children and teenagers and 
keep them active. 

The summer events run by Golf 
Roots are as energetic as ever, with local 
partnerships ensuring kids as young as four 
are introduced to the sport at schools, 
public festivals and local clubs such 
as the Aquarius. 

Interestingly, the Aquarius’ unique 
9-hole course is actually laid out on the 
roof of the Beechcroft Reservoir. Aside 


from this geographical curiosity, the club’s 
other principal claim to fame was as the 
early stamping ground of Henry Cotton, 
one of the premier players of his 
generation, who won the British Open on 
three occasions in the 1930s and 40s. 

In modern times, however, Aquarius has 
found acclaim as south London’s only club 
to be involved with the Golf Roots scheme, 
showing that it is right at the cutting edge 
of the sport. This year the club has already 
been to 10 local schools holding Tri-Golf 
sessions to give kids a taste of the game and 
is looking forward to holding a Tri-Golf 
festival this month. 

Junior Committee member Nicola 
Bowker is proud that Aquarius is a part 
of such a positive scheme: “We’re one of 
a very small number of clubs in the UK that 
have got this award,” she says. “We have an 
active junior section within the club that 
holds competitions and runs away-days. 

It’s great that we’re promoting golf within 
inner-city areas for children that wouldn’t 
necessarily have the chance to do 
it otherwise.” i
